Which cuſtome now being 
green out of vie ( although it cannot for many conſiderations bee well reſtored againe) it is 
2 thought good to follow the ſame, as neere as conueniently may Lee, Whereforethe people are 
to bee admoniſhed, that it is moſt conuenient that Baptiſme ſhould nat bee miniſtred but vpon 
other holy, when the moſt number et people may come together, as well for that the © on- 
reſent may tcſtifie the receiuing of them that bee newiy baptized into the number of Chriſts 


Church, as allo becauſe in the Baptiſme of Infants, euery man preſent may be put in remembrance of his owne 


profeſſion made to
